The wreck

have not been lighted for Ave years 
because of the failure of the gov­ 
ernment to provide an appropria­ 
tion. The lights were erected years 
ago as danger signals. 
They are 
located on a reef just a few miles 
east from the point where the Ti­ 
oga went ashore. 
Ships skirting 
that shore must, in consequence, 
"feel” their way past a dangerous 
coast.

ilEW SPHERE FOUND 


FOR THE ARMY TANKS 


!»y Associated Press. 
Houghton, Mich., Dec. 6.—The a r­ 
my* tank which had a big share in 
revolutioniing methods of warfare 
during the late world conflict, i - 
to find a new sphere of usefulness 
in the snowy wastes of the far 
northern states, according to plans 
of the Keweenaw county. Michigan, 
highway commissioner. 
In Keweenaw county, it is pro­ 
posed to use the army tanks for 
packing the deep snow on the pub­ 
lic highways during the long, hard 
winter season. 
Great rollers of 
wooden construction have been us­ 
ed for years past for this purpose, 
the only disadvantage being that 
the horses hauling the packer had 
to flounder and wade through deep I 
snow ahead of it. The tank, carry­ 
ing its own moeive power, will do 
the work much more rapidly and 
because of its strength, much bet­ 
ter than was possible with the roll-f 
ers, the highway commissioners be­ 
lieve. 


No trouble in getting the tanks 
over the snow is anticipated and it 
is proposed to have them driven by 
Keweenaw county young men who 
were soldiers in the tauk service 
during the great war and who are, 
therefore, accustomed to the ways 
and vagaries of the tanks in slimy 
mud and clay—not unlike, in the 
difficulties provided for locomotion, 
i the snows of the north. Snow falls 
| to a depth of several feet and drifts 
in places a score or more feet in 
depth in the passes and along 
the trails of the cliffs and little 
mountains of Keweenaw.

Louis where he is on special re­ 
cruiting duty in an effort to build 
tip the army, especially for service 
on the Mexican border. 
Colonel Parker is a prominent 
Missourian 
and

academy.

was bom and raised near Clarks- 
burg, in Moniteau county. He liv­ 
ed on a farm near Green Ridge and 
at one time taught school in that 
vicinity. 
After attending Clarks­ 
burg college he studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in Sedalia. 
He practised law with many of S e ­ 
dalia’* prominent attorneys. Judge 
Henry Lamm, Judge Longan, W. D. 
Steele, G. W. Barnett, Orville Bar­ 
nett and John Montgomery. 
Ever since his graduation from 
West Point he has been in army 
service. 
He was one of the out­ 
standing heroes at San Juan Hill 
where he won the title of “Gatling 
Gun” Parker. During the punitive 
expedition 
into Mexico 
he was 
jjttdge advocate to General iRea* 
shing. 
In the war for civilization, 
the colonel was wounded. 
He re­ 
ceived Ave citations for gallantry 
In action, three by the war depart­ 
ment of his own government and 
two from the French government. 
Colonel Parker and Commander 
E. A. Brooks of the navy recruit­ 
ing office in St. Louis were active 
In the creation of the Missouri Of­ 
ficers* Association, an adjunct of 
the American Legion intended to 
help back up the activities of the 
American Legion and an organiza­ 
tion requiring that each officer be­ 
longing also be a member of the 
American Legion.
